‘Edwin R. Butler Appraised 
Lands and Lumber at $4,- 
000,000 More Than Pres- 


ent Receiver. 


Assets of the Forked Leaf White 
Oak Lumber Co., listed at $5,476.,- 
716.81 in a report filed several 
months ago by a receiver who has 
nen ween removed, are placed at 

20,572.37 in a report just present- 
od to the Federal Court by his suc- 
cessor. 

The $5,476,716 total is 
the last report of Edwin R. Butler, 
promoter of the company, before he 
was removed as receiver about two 
months ago. The $°20,572 valuation 
is made in a report filed Friday by 
James W. Byrnes, present receiver. 

Calculation of the value of lands 
and lumber owned by the company 
is the point on which the receivers 
differed ;reatly in listing assets. 
Butler listed that item at $4,183,- 
608.32. Byrnes believes thé lands 
‘and lumber are worth, only $46,665. 

Liabilities Far Greater. 

Total liabilities are given by 
Byrnes as $772,808.91. more than 
three times the amount of the as- 
sets. Creditors stand*to lose’ $552.- 
236.54 if the total of liabilities and 
assets as fixed in the Byrnes report 
is correct. 

Past-due wage claims for 
796.13 are listed with the liabilities 
by Byrnes. These claims, for the 
most part, are held by residents of 
Shannon County, who were em- 
ploved in the timber lands or milis 
of the company. The wage claims 
represent only 6.57 per cent of the 
total liabilities, but the Court has 
erdered that preference be given to 
the holders of these claims. Many 
of them, according to reports from 
Shannon County, are held by inhabi- 
tants who have been dependent upon 
the Forked Leaf company for their 
| livelihood. 
| Nonpayment of the wa,re claims 1s 
said to be workingea hardship on a 
(number of the claimants. The tim- 
her industry furnished them -with 
their chief occupation. 

Main offices of the Forked Leaf 

Co. were at Eminence, county seat of 
Shannon County.

JOPLIN, Mo., Oct. 27.—Through 
a system of set-offs of his deposit 
in the Night and Day Bank against 
obligations he had in the bank, Hen- 
ry H. Hohenschild, the president, 
received 100 cents on the dollar of 
his deposits and hfs obligations to 


the institution were paid. Other 
depositofs so far have been paid 50 
cents on the dollar. 

This was brought out on Circuit 
Attorney Sidener’s cross-examina- 
tion of Hohenschild late this after- 
noon in the trial of the case against 
him on a charge of assenting to the 
reception of deposits after the bank 
was in a falling condition. 

At the time the bank was closed 
by the State Finance Commissioner, 
Hohenschild had a deposit of about 
$12,000 and was surety on loans ag- 
gregating a little less than that 
He also had salary of 
$1875 due him. Through an agree- 
ment with the Finance Commission- 
er, his deposit and salary were tak- 
en to off-sef the obligation on ac- 
count of the loans. He was the 
surety and not the maker of the 
notes, having no loans to himself 
in the bank. Sidener brought ad- 
missions from Hohenschild of this 
arrangement and presented the mat- 
ter to the jury in the light that Ho- 
henschild received all of his de- 
posit while other depositors received 
only* half theirs. 

P. 1. Cullen, his chief counsel, ex- 
plained after adjournment of court, 
that there was a Missouri statute di- 
recting that a depositors’ funds shal! 
be taken by a bank to pay overdue 
obligations of the depositor held by 
the bank. 

Says Rosas Asked for Job. 

Hohenschild was placed on the 
stand immediately on the reconven- 
ing of court after the noon recess. 
On G@irect examination he disclosed 
that Donald W. Ross, former State 
Bank Examiner, who is under indict- 
ment on a charge of embezzling 
fu of the bank after he was 
plated jn charge of it, sought the 
position of cashier as soon as he was 
tolé4 at a conference at the home of 
Festus J. Wade that A. O. Meining- 
er had disappeared. 

At the time the Girectors were trv- 
ing to untangle the affairs of the 
bank. UHphenschild said he _ told 
Roes that was neither the time nor 
place to consider such a matter. 

In the main Hohenschild’s testi- 
mony was a denial of the testimony 
of Frank L. Schneider, head book- 
keeper, and Wilmer L. Kingston, 
head teller, that Hohenschild had in- 
formation that the bank was in a 
falling condition as early as 3 
o'clock in the afternoon of the day 
before the bank was closed by the 
Finance Commissioner on Jan. 6, 
1922. Hig testimony detailed his 
connection with the bank. his dis- 
covery of Meininger’s shortage and 
the details of the attempt to-get at 
the facts about the bank's condition. 

As the case stands, virtually the 
only witnesses to the real essential 
part of the State's case were Schne!- 
der and Kingston, who admitted on 
the stand that they had falsified the 
records at Meininger’s direction. 
Against them the defense had the 
directors, including Judge William 
H. Allen of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals, former Gov. Major, Phil A. 
McDermott, Thomas L. Mauldin, and 
Festus J. Wade, president of the 
Mercantile Trust (o.. W. Frank 
Carter, A. D. Norton! and many other 
bankers and businesa men of §&t. 
Louis. 

The case probably will go to the 
jury Monday. The defense may of- 
fer no further testimony, though it 
may have one witness Monday morn- 
ing. It is doubtful if the State will 
have rebuttal testimony, nearly all 
the State's witnesses having been 
permitted to return to their homes. 

Stockholders’ Report. 

To support his céntention that he 
had no reason to believe there was 
anything irregular {n the bank, Ho- 
henschild testified to the contents of 
a report made by a committee of 
stockholders, which examined the 
bank Dec. 19, 1921, leas than three 
weeks before it was closed. The 
books had been so manipulated that 
the committee was deceived into re- 
porting that the cash items amount- 
ed to only $4699.#0 when in fact they 
were approximately $754,000. As it 
was in this account that Meininger's 
irregularities were hidden, there was 
nothing in the committee's report to 
refiect the actual condition of the 
bank.

N five days St. Louls music lovers 
nave made the acquaintance of 
three remarkable artists—Feodor 
Mme. Maria Carreras 
and, last night at the Odeon, Mme. 
Sigrid Ogenin, Swedish contralto, of 
the Metropolitan Opera Company. 
Mme. 
frage of an audience of moderate 
size by means of a voice of unique 
range and feminine sweetness, de- 


i spite occasional flawed tones, and a 


style of thrilling dramatic intensity. 
Her program, however, was unusual- 
ly brief and light. 

She may almost be said to possess 
two voices. One is a contralto, deep 
and darkling as a viola. The other, 
comprising notes above the staff up 
to a B-flat, was that of a dramatic 
soprano, not only in span but in tim- 


‘bre. In addition, she commands at 
need a highly flexible cdloratura 
technique. Her hearers were 


startled at finding so many roles in 
one throat. 

For the writer, her best numbers 
were two famillar Schubert songs, 
both to poems by Goethe. One was 
“Der Erlkoenig” and the other was 
Gretchen's lament, “Meine Ruh’ ist 
hin.” from “Faust.” The latter was 
markworthy for its contrasted ec- 
stasy and anguish, the rapture of re- 
rmiembered joy and the woe of pr¢s- 
ent loneliness and despair. In the 
former, the singer not only differen- 
tiated the four characters of the 
narrator, the father, the frighte1ed 
child and the king of the witches, 
put gave to the last a wheedling 
cruelty, a murderous cajolery, be- 
yond any other interpretation we 
have heard. The song became a hair- 
raising little drama, acted with jin- 
ister eloquence by voice, facial ex- 
pression and posture. 


Sole Operatic Number an Encore. 
The program began with an ex- 


ample of stately, antique Italian 
song, “Il mio bel. fuoco,” by Mar- 
cello, e@ seventeenth century cora- 


poser, after which there was a shift 
to Paisiello’s florid air, ‘‘Nel cor piu 
non,” an exploit of such elaburate 
ornamentation that one looked again 
to see whether this newcomer was 
really labeled as a contralto. Then 
came four Schubert songs, the other 
two being “Die Forelle”’ and “Der 
Lindenbaum.’ Encores were Schu- 
mann’s ‘‘Fruehlingsnacht” and Mo- 
zart's aria, “Hallelujah,” another 
specirgen of ornate vocalism. 
Followed two songs in Swedish, 
“The Scissors Grinder” and “Cradte 


Song.” The first seemed to have a 
comic story, but our Swedish is 
worse than what Ben Jonson said 


about Shakspeare’s Greek. The Span- 


ish song, “‘Clavelitos,” won its usu- 
al applause. 
The program took an abysmal 


slump with four sengs by Engilan 
and American composers. Americans 
and Englishmen have written first- 
rate songs, but they were not these. 
One would have departed wi®h a 
sense of flasco had hot Mme. Onegin 
come to the rescue with a conclud- 
ing encore, the Brindisi from Dopni- 
zetti’s “Lucrezia Borgia.’

HEALTH DEPARTMENT TO OPEN 
DIPHTHERIA CLINICS NOV, | 


Doctors Will Be in Attendance to 

Treat Children Between 3 and 

6 P. M. Daily. 

The City Health Department on 
Nov. 1 will open its diphtheria pre- 
vention stations which have been 
maintained at convenient points 
about the city for several years past. 


The clinics will be operated by 
physicians from the Municipal Courts 
Building, who will be available to 
those wishing to have their children 
treated between the hours of 3 and 
6 p.m. each day except Sunday. The 
doctors will administer diphtheria 
antitoxin, which health department 
records show has materially cut 
down the virulenea of diphtheria and 
During 1920 
when its administration was com- 
menced, 45342 cares were reported 
with 260 deaths resulting. In 1921 
the cases dropped to 3564, with but 
152 deaths. In 1922 but 1804 cases 
were renorted with 65 deaths. The 
use of the antitoxin is given as the 
direct cause of this improved con- 
dition.

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SPIRITUAL PILGRIMAGE 
TO MONTICELLO SOON 


On April 13 ‘“‘Mileage’’ Will Be 
Sold to Acquire Jefferson 
Home as Memorial. 


At Jefferson Memorial, where 
Thomas Jefferson is commemorated 
as the negotiator of the Louisiana 
Purchase, a meeting was held last 
night in support of the movement 
to acquire the Jefferson home, Mon- 
ticello, near Charlottesville, Va., as 
a memoria! to all the varied achieve- 
ments of the author of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. ; 

Gov. E. Lee Trinkle of Virginia 
was the principal speaker. The 
goal of the memorial movement Is 
the raising of a $1,000,000 fund, one- 
half for the purchase of Monticello 
from its present owner, and one-half 
for its further maintenance. To 
raise money for this purpose, “mile- 
age books” are being sold for a 
“spiritual pilgrimmage to Monticel- 
lo.” The books.-look like railroad 
mileage books, and the price 
charged is one cent a “mitle.” The 
time set for the “spiritual pilgrim- 
mage” is April 13 next, the 181st 
anniversary of Jefferson's birth. The 
“mileage,” of course, ts valid only 
for a “spiritual” journey. 

Gov. Trinkle on Jefferson. 

Gov. Trinkle was introduced at 
last night’s meeting by Zdward F. 


toltra. Democratic National Com- 
mitteeman. The audience was not 
large. The Governor shortened his 


address somewhat to return to Vir- 
ginia, in order to be at Monticet!o 
tomorrow, when David Lloyd George 
is to be a visitor there. 

He said. in his address, that the 
home of Jefferson should become a 
national shrine like Mount Vernon, 
the home of Washington. Of Jef- 
ferson he said: 

“Jefferson the statesman, the ad- 
miinistrator, the philosopher, the stu- 
dent, when he came to appraise his 
own value by enumerating what he 
regarded as the principal achieve- 
ments of a long life, made no men- 
tion of the Louisiana purchase, of 
the fact that he had governed a 
great nation, or that the essentials 
of the Monroe Doctrine, of the 
emancipation of slaves as well as 
the doctrine of State rights and of 
American expansion could all be 
traced back to him. 

é’What. he had recorded on his 
tomb were his authorship of the De- 
claration of American Independence, 


his establishment of religious free-'| 


dom in America, and his founding 
of the University of Virginia. 

“National independence, religious 
liberty, advanced and wider educa- 
tion—such were the ambitions and 
achievements of Jefferson. In his 
latter vears, burdened with honors, 
he retired to his home of Monticel- 
lo, the garden spot of his dreams. 

His Own Description. 

“*After much roaming in many | 
lands,’ said he, ‘I have found and | 
pitched my tent in what I believe) 
to he one of the fairest spots en| 
earth. This tent, which is strong 
enough to keep out the wind and 
water, {is set in the midst of a loftv 
mountain plateau. Looking around 
I found myself, to all seeming, in a) 
world of my own. All around, in 
the far shining, silvery distance, are 
cloud-capped mountain ranges of 
surpassing grandeur, rising one 
above another until the limits of the 
world are reached.’ 

“Such is the picture of Monticello 
as painted by Jefferson. “Such is the 
Monticello which America will guard 


through coming time as a national 
and Roly fane.”

The “alas’’ does not mean that the Van Loon 


illustrations of Bible incidents are necessarily 
worse than those which he has drawn for his 
works on secular history. It means, rather, 
that a wide and varied range of Biblical illus- 
tration already exists, and that the Van Loon 
pictures suffer by comparison with any of those 
which have become familiar. 

A few views showing the high walls and bat- 
tlements of ancient cities are less inadequate 
than the other pictures, and two illustrations 
of the fantastic dreams of Joseph, as told in 
Genesis, are amusing. But the author-illustra- 
tor has no aptitude for portraying the human 
figure, and only the crudest knack of perspec- 
tive, and he seems to have striven in his pic- 
tures for simplicity, but to have achieved only 
insignificance. 

So much for the pictures, which have been 
discussed first because they speak for them- 
selves as to what the author was trying to do.

The whole world is breathing easier today. 
The word so long waited from Washington has 
been spoken. It was spoken masterfully. The 
New York World says the Hughes note is the 
“ablest state paper” the author ever wrote. Anal- 
ysis justifies that high praise. That paper left no 
illusions in Germany. Sentimental clemency will 
have no part in the investigations or conclusions 
of the conference that will undertake to determine 
Germany’s capacity to pay. Certainly the American 
representative will not introduce that element into 
the inquiry. 

It was of the utmost importance to make that 
attitude plain if the consent of France were 
to be had. At the same time the note, by reserv- 
ing decision as to what the United States would 
do if France rejected the proposal, placed the Poin- 
care Government in the position of not only defy- 
ing world opinion by refusal, but of defying it in 
vain. For if such an inquiry were undertaken 
without the consent. and participation of France, 
and that was a possibility, France would find her- 
self practically as well as morally isolated. That 
was a prospect which no responsible statesman- 
ship could contemplate. 

Again, the Hughes note precluded the objection 
that Washington was proposing to scrap the Ver- 
sailles treaty. It declared our willingness to be 
represented, unofficially but competently, on a 
commission of experts appointed by the Repara- 
tions Commission, if that plan seemed preferable. 
The memorandum, in its entirety, was objection- 
proof. . It made acceptance compulsory. 

So much for the Hughes technique. The Sec- 
retary of State’s genius for clarity of diction and 
cogency of argument has served the world epoch- 
ally, vitalized, as it is in this pivotal instance, 
by supreme vision. 

It is the moral impact, not the technical skill 
of the instrument, that has smashed despair and 
released hope. It has made a world hopeful. 
Vast difficulties must be overcome and grievous 
hours of disappointment known before the hope 
is fulfilled. A labor of Hercules is to be under- 
taken. But the imponderable, indispensable to 
the world’s salvation, has been reborn. The 
United States is going back to Europe. As once 
we threw the immeasurable force of our arms into 
the scales of ruinous war, now we shall throw the 
immeasurable force of our influence for a just 
settlement into the scales of a scarcely less 
ruinous peace. 

In truth, there has been no peace in Europe 
since 1914. In truth, the war has never ended. 
The armistice continued it in another phase. The 
American decision promises to end the war, in 
truth, as well as in fact; to effect at last a real 
peace. In the solemn words of Gen. Smuts, more 
prophet than premier, “God’s army is on march.”

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DOCTORS FOR THE HILL COUNTRY. 

There cannot possibly be two opinions on the 
iniquity of making doctors of unqualified and un- 
trained laymen by the forgery of diplomas, certifi- 
cates and licenses. Neither can there be any ques- 
tion of the advantage to the patient of being treat- 
ed by doctors of the highest ability, soundest quali- 
fications and widest experience. 

Now, in sections of the State remote from big 
towns or railroads, people are just as anxious: to 
have their ailments diagnosed and their injuries 
treated by learned doctors as are city dwellers. With 
these people there is now a question of how to get 
any doctor at all. 

The old crop of doctors is fast being thinned by 
death and retirement. These are the men who 
once thought nothing of riding 20 miles at night 
over the hills on the call of a patient whose re- 
sources were small and whose season for payment 
was long delayed. A modern medical education 
represents an investment of time and money on 
the part of the student which cannot be fustified 
by the returns of a remote country practice with 
its attendant hard work, long hours and obscurity. 

Only a spirit of service and self-sacrifice nowa- 
days leads the medical practitioner to settle in the 
little town. Opportunities offered by \Wwities, with 
tine hospital equinment, qnick transportation and 
good fees, are attractive to the new doctor Crowdea 
thousands are gathered in cities, waiting to be 
cured. The doctor's opportunities for advancement 


in knowledge, in skill and in fame are all greater in| 


cities. Besides, it seems that virtually all doctors| 
now intend to become specialists soon or late, and 


the country practice is not for the specialist. 

What thinly settled communities are going to do 
for doctors‘10 years from now is a serious question. 
The answer must come from the patients rather 
than from physicians. It may be that rural dis- 
tricts will co-operate to retain physicians, paying 
them salaries like other officials. Perhaps the 
State by a subsidy plan will have to assist. The 
solution certainly cannot be found in letting down 
the bars to the unlearned or unscrupulous. 
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20TH CENTURY TRANSPORTATION. 

The senatorial committee that came to the 
valley to ascertain home sentiment regarding the 
proposition of a nine-foot channel from the Lakes 
to the Gulf had a bracing experience. It met with 
enthusiasm everywhere. It came into contact with 
the facts that generate this enthusiasm. Shippers 
who know what water transportation is doing and 
what it can do gave their testimony. 

There is another important witness, however, 
who was not directly heard from, and, in a way, be 
is the most important witness of all.

There is the certainty of both by 
river transportation. The one. practicable, eco- 
nomic route to the South American markets {fs 
by way of the Mississippi River and its tributaries. 
With our former European market démoralized, 
and likely to continue so indefinitely, we must turn 
to South America. 

It should be understood, however, that the rivers 
cannot be operated independently if their full value 
is to be realized. They must be incorporated into 
the great transportation system of rivers, roads and 
railroads. Unhappily, our railroad executives do 


not perceive-this amalgamation as the logical and. 


inevitable consummation that must come to pass.

THE RIVER BANK. 

As you look out across the river from the 
heights just east of Broadway, the first thing 
that impresses one is the apparent narrowness 
of the channel. It seems that the sandbars 
stretching out from the Ilinois shore reach al- 
most to the middle of the river. However, 
when one has clambered down, crossed the 
railroad tracks and stands upon the shore at 
the river’s edge, the channel appears very wide 
and the sandbars very, very far away. So it 
is with our troubles in life. In perspective and 
before we come to them they seem immense 
and insurmountable, but when we get down to 
the actual reality they are dwarfed into insig- 
nificance; and we nearly always find a wide- 
open channel to carry us through.

It then became necessary to find temporary 
care for the child, so Greatrex placed it in the 
Evangelical Deaconess Hospital, a large de- 
nominational institution here, while he jour- 
neyed to Toronto to bury his wife near the 
home of their childhood.

The blow had been 
a heavy one, but as he retraced his way to 
Detroit his sorrow was lightened in a measure 
by the thought that he still had the baby and 
might find in its bringing up some fetief from 
his loneliness.

She 
searched frantically up and down the ward, 
peering into tiny faces and scrutinizing the 
emall identification tags. But the search was 
futile. The Greatrex baby was gone. 

The other nurses were called in, among 
them Miss Sawosky. It was not until she saw 
Greatrex, however, that she realized and ad- 


said Greatrex. 


mitted what she had done, but even then the 
full significance of her action was yet to be 
learned. 

“A mistake has been made,” Greatrex was 
told, “‘but we will straighten the matter out 
at once. We know where your baby is.” 

The hospital authorities, then thoroughly 
alarmed, bestirred themselves to right the er- 
ror and two of the sisters from the institution 
went hurriedly to the home of Viemminck 
which is in the center of the sparsely settied 
Fox Creek district. It was evening and the 
carpenter himself met them at the door. 

“We gave you the wrong baby; you must 
give it back to us and take the one that be 
longs to you,” they explained to him. But 
Viemminck, after staring at them blankly for 
a moment, gave the answer that he has re 
peated almost daily since to detectives and 
to Greatrex—‘I gave the baby away to a 
stranger from Pennsylvania.” 

That night Viemminck and his daughter 
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YVONNE VLEMMINCK, 
The 18-year-old unmarried mother, whose 
child was offered to Greatrex at the hospital in 
place of his own, leading to discovery of the 
nurse’s mistake. 


were arrested and taken to police headquarters 
where they were confronted by the desperate 
father and the hysterical nurse. 

“Where is my baby?” Greatrex demanded. 

“I gave it away,” reiterated the prisoner. 
“I gave it to a man I met in a saloon. He 
took it. away and I don’t know where it is.” 
Ang @ vigorous cross examination failed to 
bring from him any admission essentially dif- 


ferent. 


A Harrowing Tragedy Revealed 


The questioning, however, did bring to light 
the shocking conditions that had existed for 
two years or more in the Viemminck shack. 
Yvonne, while denying that she knew any- 
thing about the whereabouts or fate of the 
Greatrex child, calmly told of the paternity of 
her own. 

Vlemminck, it seems, had been married 
twice. His first wife died and he divorced the 
second. Following the divorce, he had in- 
tended to marry a third time, according to 
the girl’s story, but Yvonne opposed the match 
and in order to avert it, offered herself. “I 
agreed to take the place of a wife if only he 
would not bring another woman into our 
home,” she said, “and the arrangement was 
carried out.” Beyond that, she admitted that 
Vlemminck was the father of another child 
born to her a year ago. 

These confessions, corroborated by Viem- 
minck, confirmed the suspicions of the police 
that the carpenter had slain the Greatrex child, 
thinking to cover up his conduct with Yvonne. 
But no grilling, however severe, could alter 
the main points of his original story, and al- 
though he and his daughter have remained in 
jail from that night on, the authorities have 
got no more information out of them. 


= Discrepancies in His Story 


Apparently Yvonne knows nothing about tho 
disposal of the baby, they declare, and as for 
the carpenter, he is either telling the truth or 
is an exceptionally clever criminal. Search tor 
the body and search throughout the country 
for the “stranger” have revealed nothing to 
prove or disprove either his story or the mur- 
der supposition. The only slips he has made 
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ALPHONSE VLEMMINCK, 
The Belgian carpenter, father of Yvonne, who 
received the Greatrex baby through the nurse’s 
error in place of his daughter’s child and mys- 
teriously disposed of it. Since his arrest he 
has steadfastly contended that he gave it away 
to “a stranger from Pennsylvania.” 


that would tend to support the latter theory 
have been his conflicting accounts of various 
details of the transaction with the stranger. 
These have been numerous enough. 

He gave it to a man in a saloon, he said 
first. Next he declared he gave it to a man 
and his wife who waited outside the hospital 
for it and who immediately departed for east- 
ern Pennsylvania. He had met the man that 
morning, he said. No, he had known him for 
a week. He did not give the baby away at all, 
but sold it. He took the child home and 
clothed it before he disposed of it. No, he 
let the couple have it just as it had come from 
the hospital, the woman furnishing clothing 
for it and dressing it in the machine. And s0 
on, with other discrepancies here and there, 
but with the main point virtually the same. 

The police refused to place any credence in 
his statements. He had killed the child, they 
charged and had buried its body in the marsh 
that surrounds his bome. 

Acting then upon this belief, the police, 
about 650 Boy Scouts and scores of citizens 
directed by detectives scoured several acres 
of the tract in the vicinity of the Viemminck 
home, spreading their ranks out fan wise and 
covering every foot of the ground. For four 
days they wandered back and forth among the 
shoulder-high weeds, probing with long poles 
in the mucky water holes and traversing from 
end to end the sewer lying underneath. Frogs 
jumped with a splash into the waters of Fox 
Creek as the searchers apprpached and the 
geese of Victor Trombley, a small farmer of 
the neighborhood, flapped in the reeds, but the 
sinister marsh had completely swallowed up 
whatever had been given to it. 

Once a newly filled grave was found and 
for a moment the posse thought the mystery 
had been cleared. Hurried investigation, how- 
ever, revealed that the grave was only that of 
a dog. Viemminck was then jfaken over the 
route he said he had traversed after “giving 
away” the child. Once in the vicinity of a 
bridge he appeared nervous and exclaimed “! 
didn't stop here,” but beyond that gave no 
clew. 

Greatrex, at first holding back because of 
his anxiety and dread, later joined in the quest, 
then faced Vilemminck for a second time in 
police headquarters. 


The Father Begs for Truth 


Behind closed doors in the office of the 
homicide squad, he begged the carpenter to re- 
veal the baby’s fate. He begged until he 
could stand the strain no longer and broke 
down and wept. All be could get was this 
story: 

“T had met a man from Pennsylvania in a 
saloon near the hospital.” Viemminck said 
stolidly. “The stranger wanted a child and 
I told him about my daughter's. The follow- 
ing day 1 took the baby to where the stranger 
and his wife were waiting by arrangement, in 
an automobile near the hospital. After i gave 
them the baby they r@mained there only iong 
enough to change its clothing in the car and 
then drove away. I do not know their names 
and I do not know where to find them.”

Accounts of the mystery have been printe3 
in all parts of the United States and Canada.

| Baby flothing From Hospital Found | 


On the fourth day of the search an infant's 
clothing, identified as having come from the 


hospital, was found in Viemminck’s home. The 


Belgian at first explained this by asserting that 
he had taken the baby home and changed tts 
clothing himself before disposing of it; then 
later he declared that the apparel was given 
to him by the strange woman after she had 
chanred the child's attire tn the car. | 

Mrs. Rachel Flieghels, Viemminck’s younger 
sister, who arrived in Detroit from Belgium 
this summer to live at the Viemminck home, 
spent about half an hour with him in prison 
the next day. 

“Tell the truth, Alfonse.” she said to him. 
In their native language she played on the ties 
that bound them-to each other and that wad 
brought her across an ocean and a continent 
to his home.

THIS TIME OF YEAR 


Automotive Educator Warns Pe- | 
destrians and Motorists Against 
Dangers Produced by Weather. | 


“October and November stand out 
as the worst months in the year for 
automobile accidents,” says Erwin 
Greer, president, Greer College of 
Automotive Engineering, Chicago, 
‘Ti. “Records of the various State 
motor vehicle departments show that 
nearly half the motor vehicle fatali- 
ties occur in these months. Novem- 
ber took more lives than October. 
| “This is attributed to the fact that 
weather conditions are more dan-— 
gerous for driving at that season of | 
the year. Skidding is common un- | 
der bad weather conditions, especial- 
ly on leaves in the fall. Fogs are | 
frequent and wind shields are more | 
apt to be dimmed. 

“Bad weather calls for more care, 
without at the same time providing 
any criterion as to just what to guard 
against or how to drive. Heavy 
rains or snow dim the wind shield 
and obscure the view of the opera- 
tor and make the conditions of the 


cannot be corrected by human agen- 
dents into which the weather enters 


extra precautions which shall have 
in them ample factors of safety. The 
driver must go slower, must not 
drive into chances, and must remem- 
ber the responsibility which is upon 
him.

N OPENING this story of today it is aidful 
to go back about 25 years from now and 25 
miles from Clarksville. Away up in the hills 
and away back from town. Right up and back 
into the Ozarkiest part of the Arkansas Ozarks. 
When we get there iet’s stop and take a look. 
Nothing but Hills and hollows, and trees and 
old rail fences—here and there—and open sky. Yes, 
here's something else, after all. Here's an oid-time 


log cabin in a clearing. Just a little old hillbilly . 


farm. No elose neighbors. Plenty of space between 
‘the little old farms in this region. Lots of loneli- 
ness, too. No radio set; no telephone, either. Not 
even a flivver—remember, it is a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. Not even rural mail delivery. But the 
gaunt hound dog furnishes music, of a sort.

N ENGLAND the other day a man who has 
been dead for nearlya year was found guilty 
of murder. The murderer, by execwting him- 
self, had saved the Government the expense 
of hanging him. ©n the sixteenth of last No- 
vember he shot himself through the head. 
using @ revolver he had carried as an officer 
im the British Army during the World War. 

“This was not a suicide: it was an execution.” 

That somewhat cryptic remark by an. official at 
the inquest where the late Lieut. Ermest Drer was 
pronounced guilty of the willful murder of George 
Eric Gordon Tombe, his friend and business part- 
Ber, may be interpreted as carrying the inference 
that Dyer, through remorse or fear. or a Combination 
of both, sent the bullet into his brain. Knowing 
himself to be guilty of a most bruta! murder, he was 
om the point of being arrested because of financial 

Fities. Trial on these charges, as recent 
@Mounding disclosures show. would have involved 
evidence pointing strongly to Dyer as the murderer 
of Tombe. Acting on this evtdence, the authorities 
Would have proceeded with trial for murder and 
Dyer would have been condemned and hanged. 

“The man surely must have foreseen all this, being 
educated and highly intellige-t.’ reasoned the in- 
quest official. “For seven months his conscience 
bad carried the burden of that brutal murder. He 
knew that he owed his life to the State. I fancy. 
then, that it must have been remorse, eren more 
than fear, that caused him to kill himself rather than 
Wak for the public hangman to-do the job.” 

This, of course, is but conjecture. It is a nove! 
and therefore an interesting theory. Im any event, 
the evidence produced at the inquest has solved one 
of England's most baffling human disappearances; 
and the solution, strange to say. probably never 
would have been reached but for a dream. The 
Murdered man’s mother, more than a year after his 
amexplained disappearance, dreamed that she heard 
the voice of her son. He was calling to her. in a 
smothered tone: 

“Let me out! Let me out!” 

The mother felt that he was being detained some- 
where against his will: that he was suffering acutely. 
Probably being starved and beaten; and she told her 
husband, the Rev. George Gordon Tombe. a retired 
Gergyman residing at Sydenham. what she had 
ireamed and how she was interpreting it Mrs 
Tombe was haunted by those faint words, indi- 
‘ating dire distress, which she recognized as in her 
son's voice. The father communicated with Scotland 
Yard, which had investigated the young man’s dig- 
appearance and long ago given up hope of soivis~ 
the mystery. . 

Scotland Yard, using the mother’s dream as a 
vague clew. cot busy again. The result of fhe second 
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investigation by England's great detective organiza- 
tion is set forth in the first sentence of this article. 
The Rev. Mr. Tombe himself helped the detectives 
by making some inquiries. 

Young Tombe, who had served in the war, was 23 
years old when he disappeared. His parents last 
saw him. at Sydenham, April 21. 1922 He then 


had an appointment to meet a friend two days later. 
This appointment was not kept. Tombe bad also an 
appointment to meet another friend April 25, which 
he failed to keep. He had been living away from 
his parents’ home for some time. Being an ambi- 
tious young man, he was known to have engaged in 
some sort of business. though the Rev. Mr. Tombe 
did not know the nature of that business. Eric 
Tombe had private means, his bank account being 
above $12,000. His occupation. outside his Dusi- 
ness ventures, was that of a motor engineer. 

The Rev. Mr. Tombe learned from a hairdresser 
that his son and Ernest Dyer. a young ex-officer of 
the army, had called in company several times and 
were apparently close friends. Dyer also had disap- 
pared. The Scotland Yard operatives had been un- 
able to find him. Dyer had left many unpaid bills. 
and he was wanted on a charge of passing worthless 
checks. Some months after the mysterious dis- 
appearance of Tombe, the buildings of the Well- 
comes Racing Stud, at Kenley, in Surrey, were de- 
stroyed by fire. Dyer had been owner of this prop- 
erty. which he had insured heavily. When he ap- 
plied for payment of the imsurance. it was with- 
held. 

It appears that the authorities did not connect 
the disappearance of Tombe with the burning of the 
Wellcomes buildings: but when. last September, 
Mrs. Tombe’s dream about her son was disclosed to 
Seotiand Yard the detectives visited the ruins and 
made a close search. It was now, of course, a matter 
of public record that Ernest Dyer. cormered in a 
hotel at Scarborough, last November, had shot him- 
self to death. The police theory then had been that 
his suicide was due to fear of prosecution and long 
imprisonment because of his crooked financial 
dealings. _ 

Dyer was a young man of quite convivial habits 
He was known as an inveterate gambler. His ad 
diction to the card table had cost him the loss of 
70.000 which he had won at betting on a horse race. 
His war bonus as an officer he had bet on one horse, 
the winner. Dyer borrowed right and left, and 
when he could borrow no longer he hypothecated 
certain securities and forged checks: he ran up big 
bills and then. to use a convenient Americanism, he 
beat it. 

It was not long after the second investigation be- 
gan before the police became convinced that Lieut. 
Dyer had done away with Eric Tombe. The cir- 
cumstantial evidence toward building up 2 motive 
was overwhelming. This evidence came out at the 
inquest over the body of Tombe. To the average 
American mind Jt probably will seem astounding 
that the Scotland Yard men did not combine the 
two cases much earlier and reach the solution of 
Tomibe’s disappearance. In support of this assump 
tion. may be offered some of the testimony at the 


inquest. 
The murderer's widow. Mrs. Annie Dyer, testified 
that she married Myer in 1917. She said she knew 


Tombe. who was at The Wellcomes frequently, but 
that she never saw him after Jamuary. 1921. One 
night in June, 1922, she heard a noise like stones 
being thrown down a drain at the stud farm. Going 
outside, she saw her husband standing by the cow- 
shed. He was very much agitated and excited. “I 
don’t want to be seen here,” he told his wife. At 
that time, she testified. he was not staying at The 
Wellcomes. 

Two women wearing heavy veils, who were not 
required to make their names public. testified. One 
of these said she first met Tombe in 1918 and had 
met him frequeatly until March. 1922. 

“I received a letter from him.” she testified, “ar-

RIZZARD rhymes with wizard. In some 
ways Grizzard was a wizard. He was 
known as “the master mind’ in many 
expert robberies of jewels that gave the 
police of Paris and London much mental 
and peda! exercise for many years. Griz- 
zard, who died the other day, was an un- 
usual kind of jewel thief. Though he had received 
large sums of money through his successful efforts 
as a crook, he died in poverty: and he was poor be- 
cause he had been, strange to say. a philanthropist. 

Joseph Kammi Grizzard was his full name. Seot- 
land Yard and the Paris detectives knew him fa- 
miNarly as “Kammy.”’ He was an English Jew. He 
couldn't save money because he couldn't refuse pleas 
for financial assistance. In announcing his deaf 
from tuberculosis and diabetes at the age of 56. a 
London newspaper says: 

“It is the story of a man who, in the course of a 
daring and adventurous life extending over a period 
of 56 years, dealt in hundreds of thousands of 
pounds’ worth of stolen gems and died a poor man. 
His poverty was due to his unfailing generosity and 
his absolute inability to refuse ffnancial assistance, 
no matter who asked him for it.” 

It was as a receiver of stolen jewels that Grizzard 
was most notorious. However, he was not above 
planning and executing a gem robbery himself. as 
the celebrated “pearls in gutter’ -case proved. That 
took place 10 vears ago. Grizzard. who managed 
to keep himself out of prison luring most of his 
long criminal career, got seven years for that job. 
He was indubitably the master mind ig, the dpera- 
tion that resulted in prison sentences of that length 
for four men. The jewels stolen. a necklace of rose- 


eolored pearls, were valued by their owner. the late 


Max Meyer of London and Paris, at $580.9000. The 
necklace, recovered in a manner most remarkable. 
is said to adorn now the neck and bosom of an 
American beauty who bought it from Mever in 1916.

Today 
war is influenced by machinery and its 
face has been distorted into a hideous 
grimace. 

Yes, it used to be different. The wars 
of 1866 and 1870-71 may be correctiy 
described as a bath of steel, refreshing 
to the country. They were short: were 
not motived by any international eco- 
nomic situation: were restricted to the 
fighting armies, and retained something 
of the nature of a duel. - 

Even at the battle of Mars la Tour, 
Aug. 26, 18796. Bredow’s cavalry bri- 
gade was unable to make an attack en 
masse on a battlefield a mile and half 
long to overside several French in- 
fantry and artillery limes before they 
were driven back by French cavalry ap- 
pearing on all sides. (Loss, not even 
half of the 800 cavalrymen.) 

In modern war an attack which would 
bring each individual into contact with 
the enemy and give him an opportunity 
to show what stuff the was made of 
would immediately bring on an attack of 
gas shells of all calibers and bombs 
The result would be that before the at- 
tacking force was well under way it 
would be crushed in its tracks. 

Warfare today still permits extraordi- 
nary acts of personal heroism that must 
always arouse admiration. On the 
whole, however, only weak bodies of 
troops such as machine-gun squads are 
able to advance as shock detachmenis 

the field of battle, the greater mass 

f the army being kept under cover in 

support trenches and deep dugouts. And 
then from somewhere, possibly 15 or 
20 miles away. comes a gas bomb bring- 
ing death and destruction even before 
its victims have seen anything of the 
enemy. 

An especially drastic case of this 
kind happened in the World War 
when the Fifteenth Alsatian Army 
Corps lay before Verdun in 1916. A 
replacement troop arrived from home, 
260 strong. all of them young _  re- 
cruits I received them with a short

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welcoming speech At night they were sent for- 
ward into a deep dugout where artillery ammuni- 
tion also was stored. Eariy the next morning the 
enemy began to bombard this drgout. It was 
knocked to pieces and 506 of the 260 were killed and 
more than twice as many wounded. We buried the 
dead om the edge of a forest. Again I made a 
short speech with the text: “Today red, tomorrow 
dead.” These young men had died for their father- 
land, but without ever seeing the ermemy. 

This is only ome of many such incidents Is 
modern warfare blind chance fells most of the 
army before the individual soldier gets an oppor- 
tunity to measure his strength with that of the 
enemy as in 1870-71. This is the rule. Of course, 
there are exceptions. 

Present-day warfare. more than ever before. is 
a matter of ufachinery. The further this pro- 
gresses, and it is progressing rapidly, the more will 
mere figures and material values supplement mi!i- 
tary training and the troops’ morale. Engimeer= and 
ammunition makers, technicians and workers ay 
the decisive roles rather than the compatant forces.
